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1 . SIMON WINCHESTER, IN SPECIAL TO WASHINGTON POST FROM 
NEW DELHI, REPORTED THAT VISITING BRITISH PRIME MINISTER 
CALLAGHAN HAD ANNOUNCED SIGNIFICANT PROGRESS IN EFFORTS TO 
PERSUADE INDIA TO ACCEPT FULL INTERNATIONAL INSPECTION OF 
ITS NUCLEAR INSTALLATIONS. WINCHESTER NOTED INDIA HAS 
REFUSED TO SIGN NPT AND ONLY LAST WEEK PRESIDENT CARTER 
"F D IN HIS ATTEMPTS TO PERSUADE INDIAN PRIME MINISTER 
MORARJI DESAI TO SIGN ACCORD." WINCHESTER REPORTED THAT 
CALLAGHAN SAID WHILE INDIA STILL IS REFUSING TO ACTUALLY 
SIGN NON-PROLIFERATION TREATY, DESAI HAS AGREED TO ALLOW 
FULL INTERNATIONAL INSPECTION OF ALL OF INDIA'S NUCLEAR 
FACILITIES ONCE U.S., BRITAIN, AND USSR AGREE ON PRINCIPLES 
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OF NEW COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN TREATY, WHICH BRITISH LEADER 
SAID WOULD OCCUR LATER THIS YEAR. CALLAGHAN SAID HE DOES 
NOT REGARD INDIA'S REFUSAL TO SIGN NPT AS "ABSOLUTELY 
ESSENTIAL TO PROBLEM" OF INSURING THAT INDIA DOES NOT IN 
FUTURE USE ITS NUCLEAR CAPABILITIES FOR NON-PEACEFUL 
PURPOSES. WINCHESTER SAID DESAI APPEARED TO HAVE MADE ONE 
SIGNIFICANT CONCESSION. DESAI, HE REPORTED, APPARENTLY IS 
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NO LONGER INSISTING THAT CHINA AND FRANCE SIGN COMPREHEN- 
SIVE TREATY THAT WOULD PLEDGE ITS SIGNATORIES TO BAN ALL NUCLEAR

ISOLATED ON ISSUE OF SELLING REPROCESSING EQUIPMENT 
ABROAD." FRENCH STATEMENT SAID FRANCE HAD PROPOSED TO 
PAKISTAN LAST SEPTEMBER THAT IT "STUDY MODIFICATION OF 
FUEL REPROCESSING PLANT SO THAT IT WOULD NOT PRODUCE PURE 
PLUTONIUM." ACCORDING TO FOREIGN MINISTRY. TIMES 
REPORTED, IT WOULD TAKE PAKISTAN 15 TO 20 YEARS TO USE 
PLUTONIUM UNDER PROPOSED NEW PROCESS. TIMES OBSERVED 
"FRENCH GOVERNMENT DID NOT SAY WHY IT HAD WAITED SINCE 
SEPTEMBER TO DISCLOSE OFFER TO PAKISTANIS, NOR DID IT 
MAKE ANY MENTION OF PAKISTAN'S RESPONSE." TIMES POINTED 
OUT THAT LAST SATURDAY, "AMID REPORTS THAT FRENCH GOVERN- 
MENT WAS ABOUT TO MAKE ANNOUNCEMENT ON NEW OFFER, 

PAKISTANI GOVERNMENT VETOED IDEA OF ANY CHANGE IN 
CONTRACT TERMS." 

3. CHARLES CORDDRY OF BALTIMORE SUN REPORTED THAT 
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CONGRESSIONAL BUDGET OFFICE ESTIMATES U.S. BETWEEN NOW 
AND YEAR 2000 WILL SPEND FROM 1 1 1 BILLION TO 140 BILLION 
DOLLARS ON STRATEGIC NUCLEAR FORCES DESIGNED TO DETER 
SOVIET NUCLEAR ATTACK. CORDDRY SAID "HIGHER RANGES OF 
ESTIMATES MADE BY STAFF AGENCY DEPEND ON HOW FAR NATION 
GOES IN DEVELOPING POWERFUL NEW MISSILES THAT COULD 
DEMOLISH RUSSIAN STRATEGIC FORCES AS WELL AS CITIES IN 
RETALIATORY STRIKES. CITY-BUSTING FORCE ALONE COULD BE 
MAINTAINED AT LOWER LEVEL OF BUDGET OFFICE’S PROJECTIONS." 

SUN CORRESPONDENT SAID STUDY WAS DESIGNED TO BRIEF 
CONGRESS ON COSTS OF VARIOUS WEAPONS ON WHICH IT WILL 
HAVE TO MAKE CRUCIAL DECISIONS, AS WELL AS THEIR IMPLI 
CATIONS FOR DETERRENCE AND ARMS CONTROL NEGOTIATIONS. 
CONGRESSIONAL BUDGET OFFICE PRODUCED DATA SUGGESTING THAT
